Detroit, Mich., August 7.—Charies E. 
Hughes, in the first set speech of his 
transcontinental trip, tonight assailed 
the administration vigorously for its 
foreign policy, its Mexican policy, for 
appointing men who he termed inexpe- 
rienced to diplomatic posts and for 
what he ¢haracterized as a “raid upon 
the civil service of the United States.” 

“He kept us out of war,’ Mr. Hughes 
said, referring to the president and a 
democratic campaign slogan. “Yet we 
seized Vera Cruz. That was war—very 
ignoble war. And it was called war 
over the bodies of those dead soldiers; 
it was called a war of service. 

What Is Wilson’s Policy? 

“Talk about what is your policy. 
What is the president's policy—does 
any one know? Has the executive ever 
had a policy for more than six months 
en the Mexican question? I repeat: 
Who knows today what the policy of 
the administration will be three months 
hence? My friends, tne trouble is that 
this administration has written such a 
record that no matter what it says you 
do not Know whether it will stick to it. 

“We have had an exhibition during 
the past three years which, I confess, 
fills me with a deep sense of shame. 
I have not a particle of militaristic 
spirit in my system, but if I am elected 
president I will see to it that American 
rights in Mexico are respected.” 

Mr. Hughes assailed the administra- 
tion’s course toward upholding Ameri- 
can rights abroad during the European 
war. 

“When I say that I am an American 
citizen,” the nominee said, “T ought to 
say the proudest thing that any man 
can say in this world. But you can’t 
have that pride if American citizenry 
is a cheap thing, if it is not worthy of 
protection this wide world over. There 
is no man who could successfully pre- 
sent to an American community the 
platform that an American  eitizen’s 
rights stop at the coast line and- that 
heyond that American life is to be the 
prey of any marauder that choses to 
take it.’’ 

Thrust at William J. Harris. 

The nominee cited the republican 
platform’s declaration that 30,000 gov- 
ernment positions had been taken from 
the operation of the civil service law 
during the present administration, and 
declared “that sort of thing has got to 
stop.” 

“Take for example the bureau of 
census,” he said. “There was Mr. Du- 
rand, an expert statistician, a very 
competent man, well understood to be 
such. We have retired him and in his 
place we have a democratic politician 
from a southern state. And he is hard- 
ly warm in his place before he is 
transferred to the trade commission. 
The trade commission itself was fairly 
emasculated with the law by the men, 
for the most part, who were appointed 
to places wpon it. . 

“We had'in the coast and geodetic 
Survey an eminent scientist, a man 
who had won distinction in connection 
with his scientific work, a man of very 
eminent rank. He was displaced to 
make room for an excellent’ stock 
breeder and veterinary surgeon.” 

It was “inexcusable,” Mr. Hughes as- 
serted for the administration to “re- 
move men in the diplomatic service who 
had represented the country and put 
in men utterly inexperienced.” 

“Past administrations,” the nominee 
said, “had sinned in that particular, but 
standards were being made and there 
were men in our service of long ex- 
perience and fine training.” 

Industrial Brotherhood Urged. 

Mr. Hughes also laid stress on what 
he termed the need for industria} 
brotherhood and closer co-operation 
between employees and employers. 

After his main address at Arcadia 
hall, Mr. Hughes delivered a second 
address at the Light Guard Armory, in 
which he reiterated many of the state- 
ments made in the first address.

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Deluge of Bombs 
Rained on Germans 


By British Airmen 


Work of Aviators on the 
Somme Front Surpasses 
Wildest Flights of Imagi- 
nation--Enormous Damage 
Is Done. 


With the British Armies in France, 
August 7.—(Via London.)—The avia- 
tors felt the concussion 9,000 feet in 
the air when a brigade of British aero- 
planes bombarded Henin Lietard 
(northeast of Arras) with a shower of 
112-pound bombs. 

When the German sheds and store- 
house at Martinjuich were fired by, in- 
cendiary bombs a vast pillar of smoke 
from the conflagration rose to a height 
of 8,000 feet. 

The work of the British aviators re- 
cently has surpaseed the wildest flights 
of imagination. Aerial fights which at- 


tract sensational attention are only an 
incident of the offensive campaign. Ov- 
erwhelming numbers of planes are con- 
centrated on the narrow front of the 
Somme ‘battle in co-ordination with a 
superior, unceasing volume of gunfire. 
The planes move in larger and larger 
flotillas and there have been cases with 
a dozen engaged in battle on either 
side. 

The German first line and second line 
trenches, headquarters billets and sup- 
ply depots of all kinds have been bomop- 
ed, the aerial offensive being limited 
phniy by the number of planes and the 
supply of bombs. Not a village occu- 
pied by the Germans in the neighbor- 
hood of the front that has not had its 
aerial bombardment, according to ac- 
counts. Barges and motor tracks have 
been set on fire; one moving train was 
blown up. 

The dry official accOwnts of the avia. 
tion corps and their aviators’ jargon re- 
veal a number of amazing feats every 
day. A pilot describes an average ex- 
perience thus: 

“] first attacked a Roland, but find- 
ing a Fokker behind, turned and ma- 
neuvered under his tai!. He fired one 
drum at very close range, and the Fok- 
ker nose-dived and went down with a 
spin.” 

If it had gone down direct, it would 
have been a “‘crasher.” 


HIGH TAXES LEVIED 


Democratic Members of the 
“Senate Finance Committee 
Favor Sweeping Increases. 
Ten Per Cent on Estates 
Over $5,000,000. \ | 


Washington, August 7.—Complete re- 
vision of the munitions tax section of 
the house revenue bill and sweeping in- 
creases in the inheritance tax were or- 
dered recommended to the democratic 
caucus today by democratic members 
of the senate finance committee. Cot- 
ton linters, used in the manufacture of 
munitions, was added to the list of com- 
modities to be taxed. 

The proposed higher taxes on big in- 
heritances would increase tne estimated 
revenue from that section of the bill 
alone from $51,000,000 to $72,000,000 an- 
nually. Retaining the house bill taxes 
of one per cent on estates over $50,000 
graduated up to five per cent on those 
in excess of $450,000, the committee 
added schedules of six per cent on net 
estates in excess of $1,000,000, seven per 
cent on $2,000,000 to $3,000,000, eight per 
cent on $3,400,000 to $4,000,000; nine per 
cent on $4,000,000 to $5,000,000, and ten 
per cent on estates in excess of $5,- 
000,000. 

In revising the munitions tax the 
committee struck out the varying rates 
provided in the house bill for munitions 

war, powder, explosives, shells, car- 
tridges, projectiles, products of copper 
and the like and decided to substitute 
a flat uniform tax on all of these com- 
modities. Determining that the tax 
should be made a net profit tax on the 
manufacturer, the committee also de- 
cided to add the following commodities 
utilized in making munitions; besides 
cotton linters: Steel billets, ingots, 
blooms, shell forgings and denatured 
alcohol. In addition, chemicals actual- 
ly used in the manufacture of muni- 
tions would be taxed. The rate to be 
imposed still is to be determined. 

In consideration of revision of the 
munition section, Secretary McAdoo sat 
with the committee and submitted sta- 
tistics showing that upon all of the 
commodities added to the taxable list 
profits have been abnormal since the 
beginning of the European war. 

The income tax section was completed 
during the day, the committee retain- 
ing the normal tax of two per cent on 
all incomes in excess of $4,000 and $3,- 
000, respectively, for married and sin- 
gle persons, and retaining the _ sur 
taxes as proposed in the house bill, 
with the exception of an increase from 
ten to thirteen per cent on incomes in 
excess of $1,000,000. All of the pro- 
posed changes are subject to the ap- 
proval of the democratic caucus.

— to the dispatch, these 
Witnegses have been famished Arme- 
nians,” eating grass, herbs and locusts, 
and, in desperate cases, animals found 
dead and human bodies are reported ta 
have been eaten. 

The dispatch continues: ‘The 
nesses have seen thousands of deported 
Armenians under tents in the open, in 
caravans on the march, descending the 
river in boats and in all phases of their 
miserable life.

“Two weeks later these children were 
deported and from two survivors fur- 
ther down the caravan route it was 
learned that the rest had perished. The 
house-mother, crazed by this treatment 
of her charges, was among the deport- 
ed who were moving on. Boat loads 
sent from down the river arrived 
at miles away with three- 
fifths of the passengers missing. There 
appears, in short, a steady policy to ex- 
terminate these people, but to deny 
charges of massacfe.

SHERIFFS PLACED 
UNDER GOVERNOR 


Executive Given Right to 
Probe Conduct of Official 
and Remove Him in Bill 
Favorably Reported. 


The governor will have the power 
to inquire into the administration of 
the office of sheriff, to suspend him 
from office and to remove him if the 
legislature orders it, according to 4 
bill by Senator Persons which was rec- 
ommended favorably yesterday by gen- 
eral judiciary committee Nu. 2 of the 
house. 

“The bill has been dubbed. the antl- 
lynching law,’ said Senator Persons, 
“but its purpose is to give the governor 
authority by which to conserve 
the peace, a duty which the constitu- 
tion requires of him. His only means 
of doing this is by calling out the mii- 
litia. He is the only sworn peace offi- 
cer in the state, and the sheriff is the 
only one in the county whom he 
can ask to enforce the law. 

Value of the Law. 

“It will do away with resorting to 
methods like the one necessary in Ala- 
bama, when the militia had to be called 
out to enforce the law in Russell coun- 
ty. Also, if Georgia should ever be 
cursed with a corrupt sheriff in league 
with the devil, an outlaw and a grafter, 
we want some law to get him out of 
office. 

“l have heard that Tybee island is 
wide open, and that tiie sheriff is the 
brother of the mayor of Tybee; if that 
ig true it is corruption. 

“The sheritf should have made raids,” 
he said in answer to a suggestion that 
Tybee had been raided, ‘and we want a 
law to make them raid such places cr 
lose their offices.’’ 

As to lynching, he said that last year 
only 16 per cent of the lynchings were 
for rape and “we must have some w ay 
of standing for the enforcement of the 
law, and the will of the people in Up- 
position to the will of a few.”

The text of the bill is as follows: 


“To be entitled an act to authorize the

New York, August 7.—The strike on 
the surface railway lines here came to 
an end tonight. Directors of the New 
York Railways company and the Third 
Avenue Railway company, the two prin- 
cipal lines affected, voted, after being 
deadlocked for twelve hours, to accept 
a plan of settlement proposed by May- 
or Mitchel and Oscar 8. Straus, chair- 
man of the public service commission, 
after the strikers had agreed to it. It 
was then announced that normal serv- 
ice would be resumed tomorrow morn- 
ing on the lines which ratified the 
agreement. 

One of the chief concessions in the 
settlement gives to the employees the 
right to organize, which was the issue 
the strike leaders said they were de- 
termined to fight to the cnd. The com- 
panies agreed to treat with grievance 
committees of their employees irrespec- 
tive of the fact that they may belong 
to a union. Wage demands will be 
arbitrated, the provision being made 
that negotiations must not begin later 
than August 20. 

Officials of the Second avenue rail- 
road, the Richmond Light and Power 
eompany and the New York and Queens 
county company were invited by Mayor 
Mitchel to meet with him and Mr. 
Straus tomorrow morning to consider 
measures to end the strike on these 
lines.

The Germans have suffered further 
losses at the hands of the French be- 
tween the Hem wood and the River 
Somme, losing there a line of their 
trenches and 120 prisoners and ten 
machine guns, and also in the Verdun 
sector where the French made progress 
south of the Thiaumont work and cap- 
tured five machine guns and took some 
houses in the western part of the vil- 
lage of Fleury. 

After heavy bombardment of the 
British positions, the Germans launch- 
ed a violent infantry attack north and 
northeast of Pozieres, and at two 
claces succeeded in entering British 
trenches. he British soon drove them 
out. inflicting heavy casualties on 
them. 

The latest reports concerning the at- 
tack of Turks against the British forces 
with the Suez canal their objective in- 
dicates that: the Ottoman forces met 

lih a reverse even more serious than 
was chronicled. Driven back eighteen 
miles into the desert, fighting rear 
guard actions, they suffered heavy 
casualties and of their total force of 
14,000 lost 45 officers and 3,000 men 
made prisoners. They now have been 
entirely ecleared from the Katia-Umai- 
shi basin. 

Violent fighting is in progress be- 
tween the Austrians and Italians, es- 
pecially around the Gorizia bridgeheae 
on the Doberdo plateau, and on the 
lower Isonzo river. Near Monte Sabo- 
tino and Monte San Michele the Italians 
captured advanced Austrian positions, 
but Vienna says the greater portion of 
these were later retaken by the Aus- 
trians. On the lower Isonzo, Rome re- 
ports, the capture by the Italians of 
Hill 85, which was held against violent 
counter attacks. 


FRENCH CAPTURE 
GERMAN POSITIONS 


Paris, August 7.—Late today the 
French troops captured a line of Ger- 
man trenches between Hem wood and 
the Somme, according to the official 
statement by the war office tonight. 
They also made some progress south 


of the Thiaumont work on the Verdun — 
i ae 


front. 

The statement says: 

‘North of the Somme at the end of 
the afternoon our troops brilliantly 
carried a line of German trenches be- 
tween Hiem wood and the river, east 
of Monacu farm. One hundred and 
twenty prisoners and about ten ma- 
chine guns remained in our hands. 

“South of the Somme our artillery 
was very active. Enemy batteries in 
the region of Lihons were effectively

“North of the Somme and in the re- 
gion of Chaulnes there was intense ar- 
tillery fighting. On the right bank of 
the Meuse (Verdun front) after artil- 
lery preparation the Germans delivered 
an attack at Thiaumont work. Checked 
by our curtain of fire the enemy was 
not able to advance, being thrown back 
on leaving his trenches. 

“In the Vaux-Chapitre woods an at- 
tack was delivered by the enemy at 
about 7:30 o’clock last night, after a 
heavy bombardment. It was broken by 
the fire of our artillery and machine 
guns had failed completely. On the re- 
mainder of the front the night was 
calm. 

“On the Somme front our aviators 
engaged in numerous combats. Three 
German machines were brought down, 
one near Reiglise, the second in the 
vicinity of Omiecourt, the third north 
of Nesle. 
were damaged seriously and compelled 
to Jand behind their own lines. Final- 
ly, two captive balloons were destroyed. 
On the night of August 6-7 Frenth 
aerial squadrons carried out the fol- 
lowing operations successfully: Twen- 
ty bombs were dropped on the railway 
station at Metz-Sablons; thirty on the 
railway station at Thionville; twenty- 
five on factories at Rombach, north of 
Metz, and twelve on military camps 
near Etain.”

From @4 
point south of Romani to the Mediter- 
ranean coast was the Scottish in- 
fantry, while the Anzacs in front of 
them from an hour before daylight 
fought with great steadiness and de- 
termination against the well handled 
enemy in superior numbers, yielding 
ground gradually until Major General 
Lawrence could reinforce the line with 
more cavalry and infantry.

ATTACKED AS INVALID 


Washington, August 7.—Senators 
Overman and Bryan, democrats, and 
Works, republican, attacked the admin- 
istration child labor bill with constitu- 
tional arguments in the senate today, 
the North Carolinian insisting that if 
it were upheld nothing would be left 
of state’s rights.

The measure was defended by Sena- 
tors Pomerene, Husting and Vardaman, 
Senator Husting declared 
its opponents were hiding their real 
sentiments behind the constitutional 
question. Senators Brandegee and 
Fletcher announced the belief that the 
measure invaded state's rights. 

Senator Overman said that for a hun- 
dred years it was almost universally 
considered that no legislation could be 
enacted which was not authorized by 
the constitution, but that now it seem- 
ed to be the theory that anything not 
forbidden by the constitution could be 
enacted.

Demonstration Occurs at a 
Councilmanic Rally at 
Which W. M. Mote and W.

The surprise of the  councilmanic 


‘rally in the fifth ward last night was 


the demonstration that occurred there 
for Asa G. Candler, candidate. for 
mayor. 

This demonstration came when ex- 
Alderman James Maddox, member of 
the police board, spoke in behalf of 
Mr. Candler’s candidacy, when W. M. 
Mote, candidate for council, and his 
speakers had finished. 

Mr. Mote’s meeting was very suc- 
cessful. There were about 250 present 
and considerable enthusiasm was 
shown. The meeting was held at Pon- 
ders avenue and Marietta street, and 
was presided over by Charles Etheridge. 

Mr. Mote made a speech in his own 
behalf, declaring that he was running 
on his own merit and had no personal 
attack to make on W. H. Johnson, his 


opponent. 


Following Mr. Mote’s speech Jack 


Penn and V. M. Barrett spoke in Mr. 
Mote’s behalf. All the speakers were 
cheered and applauded, and much en- 
thusiasm was displayed. 

Speaks for Candler. 

When Mr. Mote had concluded his 
meeting, Mr. Maddox was called for 
and he made a rousing speech in favor 
of Mr. Candler. Mr. Maddox outlined 
the jumble into which the city’s govern- 
mental affairs have fallen, declaring 
that until harmony is restored and a 
business administration of the city’s 
finances is inaugurated that -Atlanta 
can hope to make but little progress. 

He told of the character and ability 
of Mr. Candler and the sacrifice which 
he is willing to make to get the city’s 
business running on an orderly basis in 
order that her debts may be paid and 
necessary civic improvements made. 

The remarks of Mr. Maddox met 
with a hearty response on the part of 
his hearers, and a great deal of inter- 
est and enthusiasm in the Candler cam- 
paign was apparent.

PAPER CAN BE MADE 
FROM COTTON STALKS 


Discovery Is Announced by 
Reyal Material Testing 
Office in Berlin. 


he 


Berlin, July 80.—(Correspondence of 
the Associated Press.)—The Royal ma- 
terial testing office at Gross-Lichter- 
felde, a suburb of Berlin, announces 
the interesting discovery that paper 
can be manufactured from. cotton 
Stalks. , 

The discovery is not considered of 
much importance for Germany, which 
produces no cotton, but is pointed to 
as of vast importance to the United 
States, the gmreatest producer of *cotton 
in the world, because of the shortage 
of paper reported in that country. 

The discovery was made, it is stated 
by a German institution while carrying 
out a commission from an hgyptian 
firm, given before the war. A ship- 
ment of stalks, which had arrived from 
Egypt before the opening of hostilities 
was used for the experiment. 

The stalks were cut and ground, 
boiled and bleached, and the paper- 
making then proceeded after the usual 
methods. The result caused the testing 
office to arrive at the decision that 
cotton stalks are a good material for 
making paper. 


New York, August 7.—Lincoln B. 
Palimer, manager of the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ association, said 
today that, although private and gov- 
ernmental] laboratories had been seek- 
ing for years to find a suitable substi- 
tute for wood pulp in the manufacture 
of paper, nothing had as yet been pro- 
duced that would stand the test. 

“If the Germans have solved the prob- 
lem,” he said, ‘‘they will have rendered 
the United States a valuable service, 
and it ought to ‘bring millions to the 
inventor of the process. The discovery, 
if true, should prove a boon to the pa- 
per-making industry in this country.”

AUSTRIANS ARE DRIVEN 
FROM STRONG POSITIONS 


Notable Successes for Italians. 
Many Austrians Are 
Captured. 


London.)—

Rome, August 7.—(Via 
Italian troops have’ captured 
Austrian positions commanding 
munication between the Travenanzes 
valley and the Sare Torrent in the 
Gader valley, in the Tofano regfon, says 
an official communication issued today 
by the war office. Several Austrian 
attacks on the slopes of Monte Zebio, 
on the Setti Communi plateau, were 
checked by Italian artillery. 

On the lower Isonzo the Italians 
gained possession of nearly the whole 
of Hill No. 85 and held it against vio- 
lent counter attacks. Prisoners takep 
in yesterday's fighting by the Italians 
total 3,600. A large amount of ammu- 
nition and guns also was captured. 

The statement follows: 

“Between the Adige and the upper 
Isonzo artillery activity continues. On 
the Sette Communi plateau the enemy 
exploded several mines, destroying one 
of our trenches on the slopes of Monte 
Zebio, and then delivered attacks which 
oe checked completely by our artil- 
ery. 

“In the Tofano region our troops 
captured strong enemy positions com- 
manding communication between the 
Travenanzes valley andthe Sare Torrent 
in the Gader valley. The enemy con- 
tinued to bombard villages in the upper 
Dogna valley and we retaliated by 
bombarding the military buildings at 
Tarvis, Raibl and Tolmino. 

“On the lower I[sonzo our troops be- 
gan yesterday an attack on some strong 
enemy positions, while in the Monfal- 
cone sector our offensive, which be- 
Ban on the 4th, made progress toward 
Hills 85 and 121. After effective prep- 
aration by artillery and trench mortars 
our troops carried several lines of the 
enemy's entrenchments. In the Monfal- 
cone area, after fierce hand-to-hand 
fighting, Bersaglieri cyclists of the 
Bird, Fourth and Eleventh battalions 
took and held against several violent 
counter attacks nearly the whole of 
Hill 85 

“During yesterday’s fighting we took 
3,600. prisoners, including 100 officers, 
one of whom was a regimental com- 
mander and one a staff major: a bat- 
tery of three guns, several dozen ma- 
chine guns, numerous rifles and much 
ammunition. 

“A squadron of our Capront aero- 
planes bombarded the railway junction 
at Opeina (northeast of Triest) under 
unfavorable atmospheric conditions, 
and drove back hostile aeroplanes, one 
of which was brought down. One of 
Our aeroplanes failed to return.” 

Vienna, August 7.—(Via London.)— 
The Austrian official communication, 
issued today, says: 

“Heavy fighting is taking place in 
the sector of the Gorizia bridgehead 
and on the Doberdo plateau. Stubborn 
battles on Monte Sabotino and Monte- 
san Michael lasted throughout the 
whole night, and have not vet been con- 
cluded. Counter attacks by the Aus- 
trians resulted in the recovery of a 
greater portion of the advanced posi- 
tions captured by the Italians in their 
first assault. The Austrians have taken 
32 officers and 1,200 men prisoner.”

STATE MILITARY BILL 
PREPARED BY ARNOLD 


Measure Is Intended to Comply 
With Provisions of Fed- 
eral Defense Act. 


Intended as a substitute to the house 
military bill against which he made 
and won a fight for postponement last 
week, Representative Arnold, of Clay, 
yesterday prepared a measure to com- 
ply with the federal defense act, ap- 
proved June 8, 1916, which substitute 
will be introduced in the senate this 
morning. 

It is Mr. Arnold’s hope that the bill 
be reported out of senate committee 
and passed by the upper branch of the 


assembly by Wednesday, and that it|this proposed new provision would not 


will be taken un in the house as a 
senate bill perhaps Thursday. 

The Arnold bill provides that all staff 
officers of the National Guard of Geor- 
gia, hereafter appointed by the gov- 
ernor, shall have had previous military 
experience, and shall hold their posi- 
tions until 64 years old, unless their. 
posts shall be previously vacated by 
resignation, disability or court-martial, 
for cause. This provision of the act 
would apply sixty days following the 
adjournment of this legislature. 

The governor would have authority 
to declare vacant any and all staff 
offices of the militia and appoint men 
to fill the same under the conditions 
now required by law for the qualifica- 
tion waa appointment of staff officers, 
but this power would, under this bill, 
cease to exist when the foregoing pro- 
vision should become effective. 

Mr. Arnold’s measure is an exact 
copy of section 110 of the national de- 
fense act, which provides that staff 
officers shall continue their tenure of 
office as long as qualified and not be 
subject to removal for political or per- 
sonal reasons at the expiration of the 
service of the officer under whom they 
serve, as is the case under the present 
military law. It is undertsood that 


affect the tenure of office of the ad- 
jutant general, his position being that 
of an administrative office and he 
would be subjeat to appointment by 
the governor just as at present. 

Mr. Arnold states that his bill makes 
all provisions necessary to comply with 
the federal act so that the state can 
share in «he federal appropriatiog, and 
that it is in line with the suggestions 
which the governor has made to the 
general assembly.

But the marvel of it is that with the war 
still in progress and the end not yet in 
sight, the south is already coming into its 
own; is, in fact, now entering the most 
prosperous fall and winter era in all its 
history! 

The price impetus on the new crop, if 
the war should close today, would be incal- 
culable. When the end does come it will 
take millions of bales to meet the increased 
demand, for the shortness of the last crop 
practically eliminates the surplus before the 
new crop starts in, creating a demand even

the crop now just on its way to market. 

For the sake of argument, let us esti- 
mate that the new crop will be 14,000,000 
bales, some three millions under the record 
crop. At current prices, around $70 a bale,

of other millions in the seed, and millions 
upon millions more for the manufactured 
goods handled by the spindles whirring in 
sight of the cotton fields. 

To attempt to put it all down in figures 
and add it up, makes a result so stupendous 
that it is difficult to take it in! 

Just two years ago everybody was 
stunned because cotton dropped to the low- 
est level it had known in years, to less than 
half the price today. But what was then 
regarded as a calamity brought the people of 
the entire cotton belt to a sudden apprecia- 
tion of the importance, in fact, the necessity, 
of feeding themselves and their stock here 
at home. 

In a single year the southern people 
learned more of the manifold advantages to 
be derived from making thelr living at home 
than in all the quarter century preceding! 

The south made a good crop in 1915 and 
paid its debts. It faces the new season with 
an average crop and the prospect of the 
highest cotton prices known since the period 
just following the civil war. 

With corn and grain bins bulging in their 
fatness, with silos overflowing with forage, 
with meat in smokehouses where smokKe- 
houses were never known before, and with 
cotton nearer a surplus crop than ever be- 
fore in its history, the south is about to 
tread upon a carpet of thicker, softer velvet 
than it has had under its feet in more than 
half a century!

CANDLER THE REMEDY. 

Expressing the fear that Atlanta does 
not appreciate the splendid cyclorama paint- 
ing and reproduction of the battle of Atlanta 
at Grant Park, “because weather is being al- 
lowed to ruin it,” Rev. R. E. Vale, of Somer- 
ville, N. J.. who was recently here and saw 
it, and whose communication is published 
today, appeals to the patriotic pride of At- 
lanta te see to its proper and careful preser- 
vation. 

This ig just another case in point, an- 
other of the many incidents of inattention 
and neglect which grow out of a municipal 
situation in which officials recognize no re- 
sponsibility above that of their own ambi- 
tions. 

It would indeed be a shame, as Rev. Mr. 
Vale says, to Atlanta and Georgia to permit 
the ruin of this splendid and far-famed work 
of art. Every dollar derived from admis- 
sions to it, and more, too, if needed, should 
be promptly appropriated to its care and 
protection; yet it is scarcely to.be doubted 
that there are those members of council 
who would like to see it a source of income 
to meet the expense of some minor and in- 


consequential ward improvement. 


The neglect of and inattention to this 
cyclorama ig just another incident of the 
inefficiency of Atlanta’s present administra- 
tive system; nor need we expect anything 
better under the old regime. 

Compared to the more essential city in- 
stitutions, such as schools whose doors will 
be closed to hundreds of Atlanta’g children 
with the opening of the fall term, because 
mayor and council have made no provision 
for taking care of them, the deterioration of 
the cyclorama may be regarded but as an 
incident. But it is quite apparent from the 
interest in it, that it is an incident of some 
proportions. 

The situation presents strong cumulative 
evidence of Atlanta’s need for a remedy for 
distressing municipal conditions. 

The remedy is at hand and it will not be 
long delayed. It is coming in the election 
of Asa G. Candler as mayor, and with him 
a council that will study and subserve At- 
lanta’s interests and meet and supply At- 
lanta’s needs. 

January is but five months off. The only 
pity of it fg it cannot be more quickly done, 
That it will be done is already assured, and 
well done at that. 


THE BRIGHT SIDE OF IT. 


The quarrel of the pessimist with the 
summer scheme of things igs as unreagon- 
able as ever; he cannot subscribe to the 
philosophy of its being a fine, hot -country 
to thank God for!

“The passion to be cheerful” is one way 


of putting it; and “cultivating the habit of 
cheerfulness” is another.

Japan Entering Our Market 
For Sale of Cotton Goods 


Editor Constitution: The Japanese Cot- 
ton Trading Company, Ltd., owns large cotton 
mills at Tokio, Saki and Yokohama and mak- 
ing arrangements to establish agency in the 
United States to look after this business, that 
is—sale of their cotton mill products. 

The pioneer ship of the new Japanese 
freight line from the Iar East to New York 
city arrived in New York yesterday from Iio- 
ilo, Japamese port, via San Francisco and 
Panama canal, 

Japanese have their own steamers and will 
make their own freight rates low according- 
ly-——Japanese sailors receive very low wages. 
Honorable R. W. Austin, member of the house 
of representatives on his trip to Japan yisited 
a number of cotton mills and states they 
will favorably compare with the best in Amer- 
ica and Europe in buildings, equipments and 
labor-saving devices. They pay males in 
cotton mills 26c¢ and females lic a day for 
10 to 11 hours’ work One mill at Tokio he 
found a room full of women working for 8o 
a day. In another plant at least a thousand 
women and girls working at lic a day, 11 
hours. Board and room in quarters furnished 
by the company, 44%c a day was deducted 
for their meals and lodging, leaving a balance 
of 10!gc net for their day's work. Fifteen 
(15) of these women or girls occupy a single 
room, 16x18 in size, sleeping on the floor 
without a single piece of furniture in the 
room. Meal consists of saucer filled with rice 
and beans, piece of fish less than the size of 
a silver dollar, half of a Japanese radish 
and.a cup of tea. 

The above scale of wages, labor and hours 
compared with American mills tells the secret 
of the Japanese ability to undersell American 
cotton manufacturers. 


The Japanese are also introducing in India | 


avery good imitation of the pepperel stand- 
ard drills. 

For example: A large exporter of cotton 
goods in New York city has been supplying 
the Australian trade with light 36-inch sheet- 
ing, manufactured by southern 
which is worth in the New York market 
today o%c. The Japanese have been taking 
this trade, which has amounted to 3,000,000 
to 4,000,000 yards annually at 4%c to 45gc 
which would be, say from l4c to l\ec yard 
less. 

No southern mill can afford to compete 
with Japanese cotton mill wages, ete., under 
existing conditions.

The message in full follows: 


“Executive Office, August 7, 1916. 
“To the General Assembly: 

“Two matters are pending before you 
upon which your failure to act might result 
in a considerable loss to the state and cause 
serious criticism of the legislative depart- 
ment. 

“The first matter which requires your at- 
tention is the establishment of a highway 
department in the state such as will answer 
the demands of the federal statute making 
an annual appropriation for the use of the 
state. 

“| have already. sent 
houses concerning this 
the house passed by the requisite constitu- 
tional majority a substitute for the meas- 
ures on this subject pending before it, and 
the matter is now with the senate. It is be- 
lieved that the action of the house may need 
considerable enlargement, so as to meet the 
demands of the federal act. I trust that you 
will not adjourn without attempting to'se- 
cure this money for the highWways of your 
state. 

“The other matter to which I call your 
attention is the conforming of the state mili- 
tary department to the requirements of the

further provision for the national defense. 
This act provides for the payment of the na- 
tional guard when not engaged in actual 
service in the field. The payment, however, 
is conditioned upon certain action by the 
State concerning the appointment of officers 
of the staff. Measures are now pending, I 
am informed, to carry out the requirements 
Of the federal! statutes, and I call your at- 
tention to section 110 of the act aforesaid, 
and earnestly recommend that you give the 
right of way to the measures intended to se- 
cure the proposed relief. It will be a great 
disappointment to our national guard, if, 
while it is engaged in the service of the 
country, the legislative body at home should 
neglect so important a measure in its in- 
terest. 

“f am sure that the proper consideration 
will be given to it by your body when your 
attention is called to the same. 

“Tl have thought it worth while to invoke 
your attention to the two measures above 
stated, because it is the belief_of many that 
the action of a subsequent legfslature would 
not be sufficient to prevent the loss of the 
advantages offered to the state by the na- 
tional legislature. 

“There are other. matters of importance 
pending before you, notably the Jebor legis- 
lation, the state warehouse matter and other 
things of this kind, but I shall rely entirely 
upon the wisdom and patriotism of your 
body to do whatever you can in the time 
left for the relief of the persons interested 
in these several measures.

EDUCATIONAL CAMPAIGN IS PLANNED 
IN FIGHT AGAINST THE BOLL WEEVIL 


Inaugurating a protracted campaign of 
education on fighting the boll weevil, E. L. 
Worsham, state entomologist, and his staff 
of assistants, will next Saturday hold two 
farmers’ meetings, one at Newton, Baker 
county, and the other at Edison, Caihoun 
county. These will be followed, according 
to Mr. Worsham’s plans, by meetings in 
every county in which the pest either has 
been found or which is menaced by it. 

“It is our plan to divide our force 
two sections,” said Mr. Worsham, “and hold 
two or more meetings every week-day dur- 
ing August, and the series probably will run 
into September. We intend to cover thor- 
oughly every county of southwestern Georgia 
in which the weevil has been found and coun- 
ties adjacent to those. We shall instruct the 
farmers in every phase of the weevil’s life 
and habits, and in the best proven methods 
of combatting it. 

“Under this head, particular

Atlanta Freight Bureau is directed today to 
the fact that the hearing of the petition ol 
the railroads of Georgia for a general re- 
vision of Georgia intrastate freight rates 
will begin betore the railroad commission 
on August 17, and to the fact that this peti- 
tion involves the most far-reaching changes 
in freight rates that any state commission 
was ever called upon to authorize.

The committee, after calling attention to 
the date on which the hearing of the Geor- 
gia case will begin, calls attention to the 
tact that the hearing on the complaint of the 
Atlanta Freight Bureau against the new 
southeastern interstate freight rates, which 
were put into effect last January 1, will 
shortly begin before the interstate commerce 
commission sitting in Atlanta. 

‘Never before,’ declares the committee, 
‘have Atlanta shippers been threatened by a 
situation so serious as that which confronts 
them at the present time.” 

The committee then extends to the ship- 
pers, on behalf of the bureau, an invitation 
to become members, and enumerates the va- 
rious forms of service rendered by the bureau 
to its members, over and above the matter 
of securing fair and reasonable freight rates.

Salary for Solicitors 
Favored by Committee 


The Neill bill amending the constitution 
so as to allow the general assembly to put 
the solicitors general of the various circuits 
on a salary was yesterday afternoon report- 
ed favorably by the constitutional amend- 
ment committee of the senate. The bill has 
already passed the house. 

An attempt was made to amend the Dill 
so that its provisions would not apply to any 
solicitor now in office, Dut the amendment 
was not adopted. Under the operations of 
the bill, should it be passed by a two-thirds 
vote of the senate and later be ratified by a 
majority vote of the qualified voters at the 
mext general election, tne general aSsembly 
is given the authority to place any solicitor 
on a Salary and to fix his salary. 

mMr. Neill, the author of tne bill, stated 
that he did not think that all the solicitors 
should receive the same salary, but that their 
salary should be commensurate with the work 
done by them. Under the bill those circuits 
who desire'to retain the fee system may do 
so, While those desiring that their solici- 
tors be put on a salary can get their repre- 
sentatives to introduce suck a oill in the leg- 
islature, putting him on a salary and stipu- 
lating what it shall be. 

The committee on the Western and Atlan- 
tic railroad of the senate reported tavorably 
the bill of Senator Dobbs, of the thirty-fifth, 
which gives the railroad commission the au- 
thority to lease separately the state's prop- 
erty along the Western and Atlantic road, 
which wili not be used by the new lessee. 
This bill would aiso allow the new lessee to 
lease the property as a whole and sublease 
this property, which cannot be used for rail- 
road purposes. This includes such property 
as the state owns in Chattanooga and now 
used for a hotel and as otfices of an express 
company.

400,000 railroad employees on the ques- 
tion of authorizing a general strike in 
the event that their demands for an 
8-hour day and time and a half pay 
for overtime are finally denied, was 
completed just before noon today, it 
was announced at headquarters here 
of the four railroad brotherhoods. Al- 
though no official statement could be 
obtained as to the result it was learned 
from an authoriative source that the 
voté was overwhelmigly in favor of a 
strike. 

The full returns will be made known 
at 10 a. m. tomorrow when the leaders 
of the men, A. B. .Garretson, president 
of the Order of Railway Conductors; 
W. S. Stone, president of the Brother- 
hood Lomocotive Engineers: W. S. Car- 
ter, president of the Locomotive Fire- 
men and Enginemen, and W. G. Lee, 
president of the Brotherhood of Rail- 
way Trainmen, will resubmit their de- 
mands to the railroad managers. 

Mr. Garretson, the official spokesman 
for the men, said today that the order 
for the general strike would not be 
given until all efforts to reach an ami- 
cable agreement failed. While reiterat- 
ing that the men will not consider the 
railroads’ plan of arbitration under 
present conditions, he hinted that {f a 
different form of arbitration is pro- 
than under the Newlands act 
the men will meet the railroads half 
way in avoiding a general strike. 
SWITCHMEN AND ROADS 
AGREE TO ARBITRATE. 

New York, August i.—George W. W. 
Hanger, of the United States board of 
mediation and conciliation, announced 
here today that as a result of a confer- 
ence between representatives of the 
Switchmen'’s Union of North America 
and the railroads both sides had agreed 
to settle their differences by arbitra- 
tion. 

The differences between the switch- 
men and the railroads are in no way 
connected with those pending hetween 
the four railroad brotherhoods of fire- 
men, engineers, conductors and train- 
men. The demands, presented last 
March, are, however, virtually the same 
as those of the brotherhoods, an 8-hour 
day and time and a half for overtime.
